Richmond, Iud., March 3.—Five men 
were instantly killed aud two others bad­ 
ly hurt by the explosion of a boiler in a 
saw mill, belonging to Wesler A Barnes, 
at Stone Station, four miles north of 
Winchester, between 7 ands o’clock this 
morning. The mill had been running 
day aud night all winter, but was shut 
down at G o’clock last evening because 
they could not get men enough to make 
the relief gang. There was a heavy head 
of steam on at the time, and the tires 
were banked up so that the water was 
kept boiling all night. This morning 
the doors were opened and the furnaces 
filled up wilh shavings and refuse from 
the laths and saw?, so that the pressure 
was increased to one hundred and ninety 
pounds. 
If the story told by oue of the wound­ 
ed men is correct, th** pump had lieen 
out of repair, and George Wk Wooler, one 
of the proprietors, was working with it at 
the time the explosion occurred. The 
building, a large, rambling, frame struc­ 
ture, which stood on a clearing in the 
woods half a mile from the depot, was 
lifted up aud fell back in a confused 
mass of broken aud splintered timber. 
The boiler divided into a dozen pieces, 
and was thrown in every direction, the 
largest piece being hurled across the 
road 
to a field adjoining Wesler’s 
house, 300 feet away, and the Hues 
taking an opposite course, and drop­ 
ping rn the woods, GOO or 700 feet dis­ 
tant.

Possibly your readers would like to 
hear from tins part of the world, and of 
the cruise of the “Brooklyn” to this port. 
Having been ordered to her by the Hon­ 
orable Secretary of the Navy, on Novem­ 
ber 2d, 
ISSI, I found myself in New 
York, aud at once reported tor duty to 
Rear Admiral Cooper, in command of tile 
yard. I was informed that the Brooklyn 
would go into commission 
the next 
day, but a difficulty about obtaining offi­ 
cers caused a delay of nearly ten days. 
I found the good old ship had been 
thoroughly overhauled, (excepting, as we 
afterwards found out, a few leaks, left 
for the benefit of tho middies who wrere 
thus kept out of mischief at the pumps 
when once we W'ere at sea. She is a sin­ 
gle deck, steam sloop of war, 233 feet 
long, aud 43 feet beam, w ith a foliage of 
2,000 tons. She drags her screw, and 
has side-keelers supposed to prevent her 
from rolling—a bad habit of hers in for­ 
mer days. But as she rolled 30 degrees 
on several occasions in the trip down they 
have not proved of auy advantage so far 
as I can see. There are other modern 
improvements of more or less import­ 
ance in adding comfort to officers aud 
crew. Two largo ventilating fan blowers 
are placed on each side between •dreks, 
aud when running are supposed to send 
a strong blast of pure air into the dif­ 
ferent portions of the ship and each offi­ 
cer’s state room. These wore put in at 
great expense, but as w'e have ne donkey 
engine to drive them, they are worthless 
unless we are under steam or running tile 
condenser. A better improvement is the 
placing of electric bells on board; they 
are very handy to call the boy from 
Chinatown when you want him to bring 
you a glass of water, or light your 
swinging 
lamp. 
But 
when 
heard 
at 
I 
a.

you out of a sound sleep it is not so 
pleasant. We had hoped to have electric 
lights on board, but did not succeed in 
obtaining the necessary authority from 
the department. We are armed as fol­ 
lows :

one 8-inch muzzle loading nile, tho best 
gun we have in the service, mounted for­ 
ward on pivot. It carries a 180-pound 
shell. One GO- aud two 20-pound breech­ 
loading rifles mounted on the top gallant 
forecastle. 
One 3-inch breech-loading J 
rifle, one long Guttling and four Iloteh-. 
kiss revolving cannon 
Our ship is also . 
fitted out witli tour projecting platforms, 


On taking account of stock, I found on 
hand some 500 volumes of books aud 
pamphlets, novels, etc., and several hun­ 
dred copies of the Sea Side anil Frankly!! 

A store room was rig­ 
ged up as a library, and we soon had it 
in running order with the Schoolmaster 
as librarian.

We finally went into commission on 
the lith cf November at 1:20 p. m. Cap­ 
tain Weever, our commander, formally 
received the ship from Admiral Cooper 
by reading his orders ti tho officers and 
men assembled in the quarter-deck, tile 
colors and pennants were hoisted while 
the band played “The Star-spangled ban­ 
ner.’ We have 32 officers on hoard and 
more to come. Now we are on the Stat­ 
ure, the crew consists of 320 men, includ­ 
ing the petty officers and marines. They 
are a fine set of men. Mauy of them 
have seen long and faithful service in the 
navy’. 
Among them are 30 boys from 
the training ships—the best sailors we 
have, in fact. Several of these hoys are 
well up in navigation, can take tile sun 
aud the stars and could work a ship as 
well as most captains in the merchant 
service. On Nov. 28th, our powder was 
taken on board off Ellis island, after 
which we went to man-of-war anchorage 
ground off 23d St. North river. On Dec. 
2d, tho Board of Inspectors visited us 
officially, aud made a very favorable re­ 
port, declaring the Brooklyn to be the best 
fitted out of auy ship they had inspected 
in some time, much better than the Lan­ 
caster. At 10:30 a. rn. the following 
Wednesday, December 7th, the pilot came 
on hoard and orders were given to get 
under way and we were soon steaming 
down the bay to Sand y Hook. The weath­ 
er not being favorable we came to anchor, 
but at 4:30 the weather cleared, the an­ 
chor was hove on board aud we stood out 
to sea. The Navysink highlands soon 
faded from our sight, as we dashed ahead 
under sail aud steam with a fresh breeze 
from the Northwest, which increased to 
a moderate gale during the night. We 
pitched and rolled about in a most un­ 
comfortable manner, but I was more for­ 
tunate than a good many of my shipmates, 
not being seasick. For nearly three weeks 
we enjoyed this kind of weather, the sea 
keeping the decks wet constantly. The 
hatch officers aud poor Jack had a tough 
time of it, mauy of tho latter not having 
a dry stitch on them during the whole 
time. Many amusing incidents happened 
in the ward room. To see'your neighbor 
suddenly slide backwards from the table 
in his chair, strike the sill of a stateroom 
doorway, and turn an unwilling hand­ 
spring into the room, was fun for all ex­ 
cept the unfortunate individual.

I beg to state that the reason why tho 
needle points in the northerly direction 
is that the earth in itself is a magnet, at­ 
tracting the magnetic needle as tho or­ 
dinary magnets do, and the earth is a 
magnet as the result of certain cosmical 
facts, much affected by the action of the 
sun. 
These laws have periodicities, all 
of which have not na yet been deter­ 
mined. 
The inherent and ultimate rea­ 
son of any fact in nature, as gravity, 
li^ht, heal, etc., is not known further 
than that it is in harmony with all facts 
in nature. 
Even an earthquake is in 
perfect harmony with and the direct re­ 
sultant of the action of forces acting un­ 
der general laws. 
A condensed expla­ 
nation in regard to the needle pointing 
to the northward and southward is as 
follows: 
The magnetic poles of the 
earth do not coincide with the geograph­ 
ical poles. 
The axis of rotation makes 
an angle of about twenty-three degrees 
with a line joining the former. 
The 
northern magnetic pole is at present 
near the arctic circle on the meridian of 
Omaha. 
Hence the needle does not 
everywhere point to the astronomical 
north, and is constantly variable within 
certain limits. 
At San Francisco it 
points about seventeen degrees to the 
east of north, and at Calais, Me., as 
much to the west. At the northern mag­ 
netic pole, a balanced needle points 
with its north end downward in a plumb 
line. 
At San Francisco it about dips 
sixty-three degrees and at the southern 
magnetic pole the south end points di­ 
rectly dow n. 
The action of the earth 
upon a magnetic needle at its surface is 
of about the same force as that of a 
hard steel magnet, forty inches long, 
strongly magnetized, at a distance of 
one loot. 
The foregoing is the ac­ 
cepted explanation of the fact that tho 
needle points to the northward and 
southward.

Then chop lindy and mix 
with meal in the water in which they 
arc boiled. 
This dry, rich mess, show­ 
ing bits of meat, like the raisins in plum

Elk and Deer in Connection with For­ 
estry. 


The recent shipment of three car­ 
loads, fifty in number, of elks, by Judge 
Carton, of Ottawa, 111., to England, of 
his own ra'sing, has convinced tho 
writer that the growing of the elk and 
deer of America can be made another 
branch of stock-growing that will be 
more remunerative than cattle, hoops or 
sheep. 
They are both natives of North 
America, very hardy, have withstood 
the rigors of our Northern climate, and 
the ravages of tile Indian wolf, panther 
and lynx for centuries. 
Venison will 
always bring the highest prices of any 
meat put on the market. Tile hides 
and horns always bring high prices on 
the market. 
Why not domesticate the 
elk and deer the same as our forefath­ 
ers did the wild turkey from which 
have sprung the tame turkey that have 
spread all over America and Europe. 
At the rapid rate that tho nqjver por­ 
tions of our country are being im­ 
proved, these noble animals will soon 
ix»come extinct if not domesticated or 
cared for the same as other stock. 
An 
clk and deer park can be had on every 
farm at trilling expense by setting posts 
that will be eight or ten feet high. 
When set use barbed w ire. 
Get young 
fawns, raise them by hand along with 
some calves and lambs; feed on cow’s 
milk. In that w*ay they become as tame as 
other domestic animals. 
They increase 
as rapidly as sheep. 
Their food con­ 
sists of grass, grain, hay and acorns. 
They like to have more or less of for­ 
estry to roam in, and as the subject of 
forestry or timber planting is agitating 
the American people at the present 
time, WX* will try and weave the two to­ 
gether. 
We will suppose that parties going 
into elk and deer growing will tate up 
a new farm, anywhere it can be found 
on the new wild prairies of Amer­ 
ica.

The Effect of Irrigation in CalifornU. 


The irrigation of large tracts of land 
in some of the southern counties of Cal­ 
ifornia has produced malarial diseases 
to such an alarming extent as to present 
a serious problem in connection with 
the further settlement of that region. 
Most of the lauds in Fresno, Tulare and 
Kern counties that have been subjected 
to irrigation are of the class frequently 
termed desert lands; without irrigation 
they arc utterly valueless for agricult­ 
ural operations, but with it their pro­ 
ductivity is astonishing. 
Since the lat­ 
ter fact has been demonstrated there 
has begun a large immigration into the 
counties named, and extensive irriga­ 
tion works have been constructed at 
heavy expense. The possibility of chills 
aud fever was not thought of in connec­ 
tion with the sandy soil and dry climate 
of the region until the malarial symp­ 
toms 
made their appearance. The 
progress of the ague for the last two 
years has been rapid and general, and, 
as irrigation has comparatively as yet 
merciv 
begun, 
the future is most 
dismal to contemplate. The inhabit­ 
ants of the Brazos bottom are no worse 
off than those of the irrigated lands of 
California are likely to be. 
There is no 
coemption from the attacks, it being a 
notable fact that tile Chinese, who are 
to a considerable extent employed as 
laborers, do not enjoy the immunity 
which attaches to tho negroes in the 
swamps of the South. 
Various sugges­ 
tions of remedies have been made, one 
idea being that if a system of thorough 
drainage should be combined with that 
for irrigation, it would mitigate the 
evil. 
Some benefit seems to be derived 
from haling rooms used as dormitories 
at a considerable elevation from the 
ground, and huts raised on long poles 
have been tried, while one wealthy vine- 
grower has built a three-story dwell­ 
ing. 
Others seek immunity by living 
in villages at a distance from their 
farms and the irrigating ditches; and 
perhaps this practice will become uni­ 
versal. 
As showing that the question ii 
not a local cue, confined to tho coun­ 
ties named, it may be mentioned that 
the same experiment was tried, with 
similar results, in tho county of Yolo, a 
hundred miles north of San Francisco.
